To Test Commission Law. 

Attorney General John (@ Hart stated 
yesterday that he would take an ap- 
peal to the state supremé court from 
the decision of Judge George F. Gober. 
of Cobb court, granting an injunction 
to the Wadley Southern Railroad Com- 
pany tOgprevent the enforcement of 
rule |, or the continuous mileage rule, 
as applicable to that road and the Cen- 
tral of Georgia, which owns the ma- 
jority of its stock. 

“It. ils my purpose,” he said, ‘‘to make 
a test of this feature of the law, as T 
expect will have to be done as to other 
features of the act under which the 
railroad commission was created and 
under which it operates. There are 
many features of the railroad commis- 
sion act which have never been tested, 
consequently the people don't know just 
exactly where the commission stands. 
Neither the commission nor the rail- 
roads appear to have been disposed to 
make these tests heretofore, but the 
point has been reached where it seems 
to be necessary. It is, I think, the best 
policy to test every phase of the act 
, which comes up before the courts, and 
let the people and the railroads know 
just what powers the railroad commis- 
sion has. Then, if the law is defective 
it can be amended, and if it is all right 
as it stands, there will be no further 
question about its enforcement.”
